DANGERS OF THE FIRE 


WASTE • 


The year has started off with fire 


losses at the rate of a million dollars 
a day. While much of this was due 
to the prolonged and excessive cold 
weather, yet it does not promise well 
for the reduction in tho fire -waste 
which it was hoped to secure in 1912 
as a trcault of the educational work 
done last year. 
The 1911 flro losses 


**• 


were ?234,337,230, but tho loss 
for 


January of this year was 50 per cent 
ahead of the same month last yoar. 
As usual most of these fires wore duo 
to the national fault of carelessness. 
While zero weather may account for 
tho unusual number, most of 
them 


were easily preventable. 
Overheated 


btovcs and furnaces, defective 
flues, 


and the thawing 
of frozen 
water 


pipes with burning paper were 
the 


chief causes of the cold-weather fireu. 
But it is carelessness 
approaching 


criminality to run 
stovepipes 
near 


wood, to build chimneys Improperly 
and leave them uninspected, 1o start 
a bonfire by a lath partition in a 
homo to thaw out frozen- pipes, and 
to do all tho other foolish and reckless 
things that make the r.rc waste of the 
country a quarter of a billion dollars 
a year. 


Tho people have this reduction ef 


tho flro waste.anU its terrible toll of 
life and property in their own hands. 
So long as they are indifferent to the 
ruinous drain upon the national re- 
sources Involved 
in 
this 
needless 


wabte, so long as they lack tho sense 
ot individual responsibility for 
the 


proper protection 
and 
condition of 


their own homes and communities, 
so long will tho fires continue and 
multiply. 
Abroad, tho man who 


would throw a match into a heap of 
rubbish, or who would fail to protect 
an overheated stove or flue, would go 
to jail/ And the flro losses abroad 
are one-tenth what they are in this 
country, while the loss of life is nomi- 
nal In comparison. 
With tho major- 


ity of tho fires due to carelessness, 
individual and municipal, the urgent 
need is the development of a sense 
of personal responsibility for greater 
precautions, especially in such a time 
is this, and January losses of a mil- 
lion dollars a day should help enforce 
tho lesson.
